An article in Congrega- 
tional youth magazine is eritisal of the 
offering of the Church io American 
service men “prepari meet their 


a corent 


leath” The advertisement of one co 
gregatim o? the comfortable tempera- 
ture ja the sanctuary did rot; receive 
fevor: “It is remarkably cool with all 
the electric fans" Nor was there ap- 
proval of the tendeney of the Church 


to appeal 10 young people on the basis

A colleague, fiftuen vears ago, 
ievlined a college church 
where, as he knew, he would sneceed 
in the measure that he offered the 
young people of his denomination a 
“better time" than did the churches of 
other faiths. 

The writer cited is perhaps too im- 
patient with the Church, which cannot
